2. SALES. The prices given in the 
catalogue should be checked by refer- 
ence to the Exhibition Secretary, who 
will take the name and address of any 
intending purchaser and accept a de- 
posit of 25 per cent; but the Society 
will not be responsible for the delivery 
of the work sold, or for the payment of 
the remainder of the purchase money. 
Orders for replicas will be taken. No 
work shall be removed from the. gal- 
leries until the close of the Exhibition. 


3. PARTIES. Parties ofsix or more will 
be admitted at a charge of 6d. a head on 
production at the door of a letter of 
application on the official notepaper of 
the organization or school to which the 
persons belong. Students of recognized 
technical schools and schools of art 
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are admitted also at a charge of 6d. 
on production of their student’s ivory 
or ticket. 
4. FREE ADMISSION. All Members 
of the Society and all those whose 
names appear in the Index are entitled 
to tickets for free admission. 

Members and students are requested 
to sign their names in the book kept for 
that purpose at the turnstile. 


5. EXHIBITIONS. Exhibitions of the 
Society (which are usually held trien- 
nially) are open to all designers and 
handicraftsmen, whether members of 
the Society or not, but subject to 
selection of work by the Committee.

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THE SOCIETY 


THE Arts and Crafts Exhibition Society 
was formed over forty years ago by a 
group of young men who realized that 
neither the fine arts nor the industrial 
productions of that day satisfied their 
desire for beauty in objects of everyday 
use. 

They made the best things they could 
devise, using the best material and best 
technique. This side of their work, 
which was shown in the Society’s exhi- 
bitions, won and holds recognition. It 
is even now sometimes forgotten that 
there are some things which have to be 
made by hand or not at all. Just as a 
piece of hand-made paper is entirely 
different in character and behaviour 
from a piece of machine-made paper, 
so is a hand-raised piece of silver dif- 
ferent from a machine-spun. The hand- 
made products had to be, and are still, 
obviously more expensive than machine- 
made things, but the latter are different 
in quality. 

There is another side to their work 
which is less known and understood. 

The best design can only arise from a 
close contact between the artist and the 
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material in which the thought is to be 
expressed. The artist-craftsman, work- 
ing in a studio, is in the closest possible 
touch with actual material. As a result 
he has had an influence on design in 
industrial production which is quite 
out of proportion to his numbers. 

In 1900 the Doves Press of Walker and 
Cobden-Sanderson showed the world 
what a magnificent thing a piece of plain 
undecorated letterpress printing could 
be. The turning-point in machine-set 
printing dates from 1912, when J. H. 
Mason, formerly of the Dovcs Press 
above mentioned, induced the Mono- 
type Corporation to produce the Im- 
print type. 

Edward Johnston’s Underground 
block letter of 1916-17 is the model 
which all more recent sanserif types 
have followed, including Erbar and 
Gill sans. 

In 1915 several of our members and 
their friends, of whom W. R. Lethaby 
should principally be mentioned, seized 
the opportunity created by the mind- 
searchings of the War period, to create 
a new society, the Design and Industries 
Association, to spread the ideal of good 
design in quantity production, in order 
that objects possessing at least good 
proportion, colour, and fitness for 
purpose, should be available to all at 
the lowest prices. This Society gave the 
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flew one a public start by giving it a 
large room at our Society’s exhibition 
at Burlington House in 1916, in which 
to show objects mechanically produced. 
From the room then lent by this Society 
have sprung such things as the ‘Slender 
Purse’ Exhibition at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, and the Exhibition at 
Dorland House in 1933. 

This Society, then, stands for the 
highest standard of design and tech- 
nique in hand-produced objects, and 
the work of its members is having a 
most vital influence on _ industrial 
production. 


NoEL ROOKE 
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AIMS IN PLANNING 


The aims in planning this Exhibition 
have been not only to put before the 
public a collection of works of high 
quality but also to show that the artist- 
craftsman has a proper place in society 
in 1935. The artist-craftsman may 


justly claim that he produces necessary 


and unique works of art which it is not 
economical or convenient to make 
except by hand, that he is the best 
teacher of his craft and that he is 
admirably fitted to design for ‘batch- 
production,’ ‘quantity-production,’ or 
‘mass-production’ in industry. 

In the selection of works for the present 
Exhibition, the first consideration has 
been that of quality, but a bias has been 
given in favour of articles of use as 
against purely decorative work. Further, 
the attempt has been made to show a 
really representative collection of the 
many things made by artist-craftsmen. 

The Explanatory Labels (referred to 
in a Note by the President), and a few 
special exhibits by members of the 
Society, are offered for the visitors’ 
interest and information. 

Finally, the practice of the Society in 
the past to show certain works that have 
been produced in limited quantities, 
such as books, or in large quantities, 
such as coins, has been extended and a 
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section has been organized to reflect 
the work of members of the Society in 
industrial production.

NOTE ON THE TYPEWRITTEN 
LABELS 


An invitation was sent to exhibitors, 
suggesting that they might like to attach 
Informative Labels to their exhibits. 
Certain exhibits are, in consequence, ac- 
companied by these Typewritten Labels. 

The terms of the invitation were— 
that such labels might be submitted— 
‘giving facts of interest in regard to the 
exhibit where such facts may not be obvious 
(especially to the layman). It is suggested 
that there might be interesting data concerning 
the Technical Construction or the Function of 
the Exhibit or concerning the Crafisman’s 
INTENTION—or other relevant matter— 
which might be stated in a few words.’ 

The presence of such a Label im- 
plies simply that an exhibitor wished 
to add verbal information, and that the 
Selection Committee thought that the 
information given added interest to 
the exhibit. NO distinction of any kind 
is implied between labelled and un- 
labelled exhibits. 

The introduction of these Labels is an 
experiment to test the value of the 
scheme proposed by the President in a 
paper* in June 1933.
